Mayor William A. Kinney this week called a meeting of citi¬ 
zens to help organize a City Disaster Council. The meeting will 
be held Friday evening. July 28, at 8 o’clock in the City Hall 
Council Chambers. 

From this meeting is expected to come Sierra Madre’s answer 
to recent alarming internation¬ 
al developments and the threat 
of war. The necessary ground¬ 
work will be laid for this city’s 
role in any future national 
civilian defense plans. 

Mayor Kinney, who will be 
commander of the Disaster 
Council, announced two other 
appointments at the Tuesday 
meeting of the City Council. 

The appointments, and Mr. 

Kinney’s office of commander, 
are authorized under the Dis¬ 
aster Council Ordinance which 
was adopted by the City Coun¬ 
cil on Mar. 8, 1949. 

Appointed vice-commander 
Tuesday night was Councilman 
Noren Eaton. City Clerk Law¬ 
rence B. Brain was appointed 
executive officer. Mr. Brain’s 
duties will include selecting 
citizens for the various disaster 
chart positions. 

The mayor said key positions 
and department heads called 
for in the Disaster Council Or¬ 
dinance will be filled at tomor¬ 
row night’s meeting. It was 
understoood that nine depart¬ 
ment chiefs are to be selected 
as follows: 

1. Law and Order Division; 

2. Fire Division; 3. Medical Di¬ 
vision; 4. Public Works Divis¬ 
ion; 5. Utilities Division; 6.

At present an inheritance ap¬ 
praiser for the state of Cali¬ 
fornia, Mr. Gough formerly was 
public relations officer and as¬ 
sistant to the president and 
executive director of the Uni¬ 
versity of Southern California 
Alumni Association. 

Mr. Gough was graduated 
from SC in 1931, earning bach¬ 
elor of science and arts de¬ 
grees. He was active in Trojan 
campus activities and was 
elected to Phi Kappa Phi, na¬ 
tional scholastic honorary fra¬ 
ternity. He served as manager 
of the Dally Trojan, SC cam¬ 
pus newspaper. 

During the war, Mr. Gough 
served for four years in the 
Navy with the rank of com¬ 
mander. He served on staffs of 
two admirals and was a part- 
time aide to the Secretary of 
the Navy. The Legion chief was 
instrumental in the organiza¬ 
tion of the 11th Battalion, U.S. 

Naval Reserve. In 1948, he was 
appointed to the Civilian Re¬ 
search Commission of the Navy. 

He was appointed Southern 
California chairman of the Civ- 
ilian National Security Com¬ 
mittee in 1947 by Justice Owen 
Roberts. National security al¬ 
ways has been the concern of 
Mr. Gough and, from 1947 to 
’48, he averaged six talks 
weekly to civic, service, and 
community groups on the sub¬ 
ject.

Benjamin S. Hite, County Registrar of Voters hands Deputy Sheriff 
John J. Coady, the certificate of verification of signatures required to 
place on the November 7 ballot the proposition for the new Peace 
Officers and Firemen’s Retirement System of Los Angeles County. 
Representing the various county services to benefit from the ordinance 
are Lieut. Harry Dean, County District Attorney’s Office; Capt Ward 
M. Kleinsmith, Co. Fire Warden’s Office; Inspector EL L. Sichler, Sheriff’s 
Office; Capt. Carl R. Blymiller of the Co. Fire Department and Lieut. 
Paul C. Gentry of the Marshal’s Office. 

The ordinance will place the management and operation of the new 
retirement system in the hands of a board of administration made up 
of seven members, three of whom shall be appointed by the County 
Board of Supervisors; one from active members in the Peace Officers 
Service; one from active members in the Fire Service; and one from 
members retired from both services. 

*‘One of the major objectives of the new Peace Officers and Fire¬ 
men’s Retirement System of Los Angeles County, is to set forth certain 
definite regulations governing the retirement status of each man upon 
completion of his service, covered by the Retirement system,’’ says 
Deputy Sheriff John J. Coady, chairman of the Campaign for the Retire¬ 
ment Plan.

Food poisoning cases re¬ 
ported in Los Angeles County 
have jumped 700 per cent this 
year over a comparable period 
in a normal year.” 

This statement was made by 
Dr. Roy O. Gilbert, county 
health officer, who added that 
picnics and barbecues are two 
of the most potent sources of 
food poisoning at this season 
of the year. 

“When it is necessary to 
prepare food ahead of time for 
outings, adequate refrigera¬ 
tion should be provided until 
it is served,” he advised. 

The health officer said this 
is particularly true of meats, 
salads, or sandwiches that con¬ 
tain mayonnaise and creamed 
pastries.

With the peak polio season 
approaching, the National 
Foundation for Infantile Para- 
lysi.s this week urged local 
citizens to observe a few ele¬ 
mentary precautions to help 
ward oft the disease.

More than five and a half 
million Californians — about 
one out of every two persons 
in this state—went to a Cali¬ 
fornia hospital last year for re¬ 
lief from ailments ranging in 
severity from minor cuts to ad¬ 
vanced cancer.

Thomas P. Langton, adminis¬ 
trator, disclosed; 

1. A total of 1,178,015 per- 
sans were admitted by 346 re¬ 
porting hospitals. 

2. Another, 4,450,288 outpa¬ 
tient visits were reported by 
these hospitals maintaining 
outpatient facilities. 


Schools and colleges of Los 
Angeles County have totalled 
119,597 free chest x-ray films 
since the X-Ray Survey began 
its spring semester campaign 
to check tuberculosis. 

One hundred and four jun¬ 
ior and senior high schools and 
colleges have completed their 
surveys of all students 15 years 
of age and older.

The same principle, 
the clerk pointed out, applies in 
using a wire-handled brush when 
cleaning baby nursing bottles. The 
metal end of the brush weakens 
the glass with tiny, almost un- 
noticeable scratches which are suf¬ 
ficient to break the bottle when it 
is subjected to a slight jar or to 
quick heating or cooling. 

The clerk gave my friend some 
Evonflo brushless baby bottle 
cleanser which solved the whole 
problem. A tablespoonful in warm 
water quickly dissolves and re¬ 
moves the milk film in baby bottles 
and leaves them sparkling clean.

A visit to the world-renowned Palomar Ob¬ 
servatory is the piece de resistance of this 
delightful journey through San Diego’s pic¬ 
turesque back country. The course points out 
a diversified assortment of beautiful mountain, 
valley and seashore scenery and affords an ideal 
Sunday outing for motorists residing in the 
southern sections of the State. 

• Impressive San Luis Rey Mission and its outpost 
at Pala are interesting landmarks. The latter was 
established especially for the Indians and still is 
used by them as a place of worship. It is said that 
the padres converted more than 1,000 Indians in 
the first two years after the chapel was opened... 

• The roadway leading to the Palomar Observa¬ 
tory is known appropriately as the Highway to the 
Stars. It is steep in spots and many long curves will 
be encountered. However, the trip is well worth the 
effort as the panoramic scenes hereabout are spec¬ 
tacularly beautiful, particularly from the plateau 
upon which the "Big Eye” is located ... 

• The Observatory blankets most of a 720-acre 
plateau, the world’s largest telescope with its giant 
200-inch lens being housed in a large dome-shaped 
building (top photo), that rises some 12 stories 
higli.

to 4:30 p.m. and they are permitted to walk up to 
the heart of the dome, from where they may see the 
huge telescope and its mechanism through glass 
walls... 

• The course passes near Lake Henshaw, a popu¬ 
lar year-around resort for fresh water fishermen. 
Center photo shows typical valley scene of the area 
around Ramona, one of America’s leading turkey 
and poultry centers... 

• As the course returns toward the seashore, 
several unique Torrey pines (lower photo) may 
be noted in the vicinity of Torrey Pines City 
Park. The beach towns between here and Ocean- 
side are among California's most charming resort 
communities.
